scripts Until the Middle o f the 
Tenth Century . 


I Tinting from blocks is said to have 
been invented in China in 502 A. I)., 
during tlie enlightened reign of Yank 
Chien, the founder of the progressive 
but short-lived Sui dynasty. 
Printed 
books, however, asserts a w riter in the 
Oriental News and Comment, did not 
compete with m anuscripts until the 
middle of the tenth century. From that 
time block printing developed very rap­ 
idly, resulting in a great cheapening 
and wide diffusion of books and the 
consequent rapid decline of the copy­ 
ist’s trade. , No doubt the rapid dis­ 
semination of learning this entailed 
had much to do with the great intel­ 
lectual progress made in China during 
the Sung dynasty, from 060 to 1280 A. 
D., which has been called the "pro­ 
tracted Augustan age of Chinese litera­ 
ture.” 
D isregarding the m anuscript works 
of the great T ’nng dynasty (018-007 A. 
P .). which were doubtless tenfold more 
numerous and more im portant than tlie 
contemporaneous literary works of the 
whole w estern world, the printed books 
of the Sung Ypan and tiie early part 
of the Ming dynasties up to the middle 
of the fifteenth century have no coun­ 
terpart at all in Europe. They existed 
in countless thousands of volumes. In 
1400 the im perial Ming library con­ 
tained printed works to the extent of 
more than 300,000 ohuan (hooks) and 
more than twice as many m anuscripts., 
and already many printed works of the 
Sung dynasty Had been !yrst during the 
disorders incident to thN protracted 
w ars with the Mongols. 
Undoubtedly 
more books were printed in China than 
in ail the rest of the world up to the 
middle of the seventeenth or the be­ 
ginning of the eighteenth century. 
The great bulk of Chinese works, 
aside from the Confuelau classics, Is 
historical or literary; the la tte r being 
mostly essays, short poems, or cri­ 
tiques. 
There exists also a vast Bud­ 
dhistic literature and very many Tao- 
ist works. 
Novels are not even classed as lit­ 
erature, although famous ones exist 
and some of them have been translated 
Into European languages. 
There are 
also many famous dram as, some dating 
from the Yuan dynasty, but these, too, 
are excluded from literature proper by 
Chinese bibliographers. The historical 
records of the Chinese are of vast bulk 
and 
represent a 
conscientious 
and 
painstaking record of the political and 
sociological experiences of the oldest 
civilized nation on earth. In close con­ 
nection with these records proper we 
should consider the vast num ber of 
geographic treatises and especially the 
so-called gazetteers. 
These la tte r are 
official publications Issued by the em­ 
pire, province, district, or even town­ 
ship, and trout not only geography and 
topography proper, but also the an­ 
tiquities, natural and m anufactured 
products, and even the biographies of 
famous men, population, taxes, astrol­ 
ogy, marvelous happenings, etc. 


Jews Liv ed Lo ng est in Baby lo n. 
By far the largest part of Jew ish 
history, tradition, literature, etc., is 
not Palestinian but Babylonian 
In 
Babylon lived, for the longest time, 
the greatest number of J ew s together. 
There their principal religious works 
were w ritten, especially the Talmud, 
which is a higher authority with the 
Jews than the Bible.

War Curbs Suicide. 
Sir Bernard Mullet, registrar gen­ 
eral of the B ritish empire, announced 
recently that suicide had fallen off 
strikingly in England since the begin­ 
ning of the war.

Personal indulgences 
and excesses of immorality, cau ses of 
insanity and melancholia, are curbed 
and minimized naturally by the econ­ 
omies enforced 
upon the populace. 
Discipline in eating, dressing, working 
has also a beneficial effect in keeping 
the mind sane and free from morbid 
broodings. 


SMILES FOR ALL 
Go ats' Milk Is Fav o red. 
Everyone who Is a t all acquainted 
with the milk goat knows of the value 
of the milk for infauts’ and invalids’ 
use—one of the first points about the 
milk goat that presents itself, asserts 
a-w riter. 
The gout is practically free 
from tuberculosis. 
According to the 
annual reports of the bureau of anim al 
industry (U. .S.), covering federal in­ 
spection of anim als slaughtered for 
food, there were inspected during the 
eight years, 1907 to 1914, inclusive, 
579,617 goats, of which not a single 
anim al w as condemned for tubercu­ 
losis. 
This fact alone should be the 
strongest argum ent in favor of the 
milk of the goat. The cream globules 
of the milk of the goat are sm aller 
than those of cows’ milk, and because 
of tills milk being condensed the cream 
globules are contained in a more per­ 
fect state of emulsion than the cow’s 
milk. 
An argum ent in favor of ster­ 
ilized milk is that authorities agree it 
is actually more easily digested than 
is the fresh milk, this referring to 
goats’ and cows’ milk alike.

Up to 50 years ago, ob­ 
serves the Chicago Exam iner, it was 
thought that Jerusalem was of little 
importance as a city until it became 
the “City of David,” king of Israel. 
But with the discovery of the Tel-el- 
Amarna tablets ift Egypt new light 
was tfhed upon the history of the sa­ 
cred city. There w ere found six letters 
w ritten by the king of .Jerusalem to 
the Pharaoh of Egypt, dating from the 
fifteenth century B, C. 
The nam e of 
this king of Jerusalem was Abd-hiba, 
or, as some scholars read the cunei­ 
form, Ahd-sadnk, and he writes to the 
Pharaoh beseeching him to send sol­ 
diers, almost as the Turks m ust have 
sent messages to Germany asking for 
re-enforcements tha t they m ight save 
the day.

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ILLINOIS TAKES THE LEAD. 
Illinois is the pioneer state of the union in taking steps for military 
preparedness within its own borders and is the only state in the union that 
has as y et military organizations of any kind. 
New York is just in the 
process of organization; Connecticut has a few organizations, as has Wis­ 
consin, but the remainder of the states has none at all, or only a few isolated 


units. 
This situation is due to the foresight of the state ex ecutive, who sug­ 
gested the idea as a precautionary measure in these troublous times to 
make it possible to preserve the equilibrium of law and order within the 
state after the regular National Guard had been federalized. 
The plan was 
carried out by the legislature in enacting the law and making the necessary 
appropriation of $750,000 for the purpose of equipping and maintaining 


these units. 
This state force was authorized by the Reserve Militia act and under 
the act creating the State Council of Defense, known as the Voluntary 
Training Units, and is taking the place of the Federalized National Guards 


called into the federal service. 
At the present time the state has fo ur complete regiments of the 
militia reserve and the fifth in process of muster. 
These regiments have 
been organized along the lines of the table or organization published by 
the Militia Bureau for peace conditions, every company having both a mini­ 
mum and max imum of sixty -five enlisted men. 
In addition to this Reserve 
Militia so constituted out of the voluntary training units organized under 
the State Council of Defense, we have three complete infantry regiments 
under our regular military and naval law. 
The only difference between 
these three regiments and the federalized regiments is that they subscribe to 
the state oath of enlistment and not the national oath. 
The governor felt 
when he urged the organization of these units that the quick and effective 
organization of a force to take the place of all the armed forces leaving 
the state wai essential and that such a force could not be made effective by 
the usual National Guard process of encampment of a week or ten day s and 
subsequent armory drills, but could be made effective only by calling such an 
organized force into a camp of intensive training. 
To this end these three 
regiments were put into state encampment and given an intensive training 
course for two months during the late fall of 19 17. 
They are equipped 
with tentage, uniforms, shoes, shirts, hats, overcoats, so far as possible, 
4)IankBts, eL<LT-ajad liave developed, into three ex ceptionally efficient and well 
equipped organizations. 
At this time when the regular guard of the state 
has been taken away to the federalized encampments or to France, Illinois, 
thro ugh the precaution taken early , has a force consisting of three regiments 
of infantry of 3,000 men. armed, equipped and trained, and approx imately 
5,000 militia reserve uniformed and trained. 
In other words, we have in our state, subject to immediate call by the 
governor, approx imately 8 ,000 armed troops. 
The three National Guard 
regiments and Reserve Militia organizations will be used solely for state 
purposes and in the creation of the organization, the men were selected 
bey ond the draft age.

Secretary of State Louis L. Emmerson is going to try to make Illinois 
safe in 19 18 for the man who owns an automobile by sending the automo­ 
bile thief to jail. 
He has inaugurated a new idea in connection with the publication of the 
state automobile license numbers. 
Heretofore only the state license num­ 
bers were published. 
From now on these numbers will be printed and so 
will the factory number of the car as well as the engine number. 
These 
lists will be printed as fast as they can be compiled. 
Every sheriff in every 
county and every chief of police in the state will be on the mailing lists and 
given the books as soon as they are off the presses. 
In every village, town and city in Illinois, Secretary of State Emmerson 
proposes to appoint automobile investigators, whose duties will be to assist 
in the enforcement of the automobile laws. 
These men will serve without 
compensation - There will also be several ex perienced men who will travel 
about the state and give whatever aid is necessary to the officials in carry ing 
out the auto law’s. 
Heretofore the autho rities have had only the state license numbers as 
clews in running down the auto thieves. 
With the factory and engine num­ 
bers alway s on hand, the police departments will not have to await full 
descriptions of the stolen cars. 
It will be almost impossible from now on 
for the thief to steal a car, change the state license number, the factory and 
engine numbers, without being detected, and it is needless to say that the 
state penitentiary and the county jails will be the abode of many an auto 
criminal before 19 18 has ex pired. 
Auto owners should bear in mind that their applications will not be 
accepted this y ear without these two ex tra numbers. 


TWO OF OUR NEW LAWS. 


Regulation of the sale of stocks and bonds in Illinois is now a law. 
The “Blue Sky " act went into effect January 1. 
It is intended to prevent 
fraud. 
Under the provisions of the law', which was passed by the fiftieth 
geenerai assembly , no dealer, agent, salesman, individual or corporation is 
permitted to sell stocks, bonds or debentures without being licensed by the 
secretary of the state. 
A penalty of $100 to $1,000 with a jail sentence is 
made for violation of the law. 
The automobile law. Increasing the license fee, also became effective 
on New Year’s day . 
From this source the state hopes to increase greatly 
its revenues. 
The money will be placed in a special fund to retire the pro­ 
posed $60,000,000 bond issue for the improvement of the roads of Illinois. 
The bond Issue is to be voted upon at the general election nex t November, 
it is not ex pected, however, should the issue pass, that the bonds will be 
disposed of before the end of the war, as Governor Frank O. Lowden, who 
is Its greatest sponsor, has declared himself opposed to so doing.

Kansas City. Mo„ Jan. 9 .—The story 
sof an « attempt « by a German submarine 
to sink tIu* ship on which Arthur J. 
Balfour, British secretary for foreign 
affairs, made the return trip to Eng­ 
land after his recent v isit to the United 
States, and of the destruction of the 
submarine by an American war v essel, 
is told in a letter to II. P. Wright, a 
broker here. 
Tn making the announcement of the 
receljd <>f the letter, Mr. Wright said It 
was from “an American business man, 
now permanently located in Canada,” 
who was a passenger on the ship with 
Mr. Balfour. 
The letter says that the steamship 
was the Baltic and that it loft New 
York August 27. After throe days’ zig­ 
zag course it reached Halifax and re­ 
mained there 11 days. 
On September 
4 it was “joined by 14 conv oys from 
New York and 20 destroyers,” and the 
trip was begun. Out at sea, the letter 
says, eight British men-of-wur joined 
them. 
“At sev en o’clock September 14,” 
the letter goes on, “as we were enter­ 
ing the English channel our captain 
gut a rocket from a British trawler 
that was anchored for the night, which 
notified him that there was a subma­ 
rine hack of him, on receipt of which ! 
information he turned his ship at right 
angles and the shot Intended for us 
passed us. 
“The American w ar v essel that Mas 
on our left, env eloped itself in a dense 
black smoke and turning like a top was 
on top of the submarine before it could 
adjust Itself to submerge and blew 
it up.”

When no rthern Italy was 
devastated by Attlla 
the venerable 
bisho p o f Ro me, Leo I—the first o f the 
great po pes—by a perso nal enco unter 
with the king o f the Huns, prevented 
him fro m marching upo n Ro me. 
Ho 
went in 452 to upper Italy, and met 
Attlla at Mincio , in the vicinity o f 
Mantua, o btaining fro m him the pro m­ 
ise that he wo uld withdraw fro m Italy 
and nego tiate peace with the empero r. 
This po pe also succeeded in o btaining 
ano ther favo r fo r the Inlmbilauts o f 
Ro me. When in 455 tiie city was cap­ 
tured by the Vandals under Go neso ric, 
the “sco urge o f Go d.” Leo ’s Interces­ 
sio n o btained a pro mise that the city 
sho uld no t be Injured and the lives o f 
the inhabitants sho uld be spared. 
Ano ther po pe. Benedict the Twelfth, 
who fro m 1334 to 1342 o ccupied the 
ho ly st'e. was as unsuccessful as a 
mediato r as the present supreme po n­ 
tiff. At that: time Charles IV o f France 
had dh'd witho ut leaving an heir, uud 
when his cousin, Philip VI, put the 
cro wn o n his head, his right to do so 
was co ntested by Edward III o f Eng­ 
land. 
Benedict XII, who wanted to 
mediate, whs no t listened to , and there 
ensued ho stilities lasting, with qo me 
Interruptio ns, fo r a hundred y« 'hrs. 
The po pes mediated successfully be­ 
tween Christian o ppo nents In cases 
where it was impo rtant to unite them 
in the co mmo n cause o f Christianity 
against Turkey. 
Po pe Grego ry (1271-127G), fo r the 
sake o f a crusade against the Turks, 
wo rked indefatigably upo n a reco n­ 
ciliatio n o f the princes in Italy and 
Germany, and Paul III (1534-1(549), 
nearly three centuries later, tried to 
prevent a war ■between- Spain and 
France. 
Clement IX aided Venice 
against the Turks by mediating the 
peace between Lo uis XIV and Spain, 
etc.

In the United States the drift of the 
people to the cities, the drift of farm s 
into operation by tenant farm ers, into 
ownership in large n< -« age, by absent 
landlords, lias been . cognized as a 
dangerous tendency of the times. 
But 
out of the w ar will grow many new* de­ 
mands from the people. 
The man on 
the street will appreciate his rights 
more clearly and will be more ready 
to dem and them. 
Among his mofft 
probable dem ands will he his right to 
the land, asserts Senator W arren G. 
H arding of Ohio. 
W ise is the nation which sees the 
coming of such a dem and and m eets it 
before It becomes a menace. 
In New England there are 30,000,000 
acres of unused land tha t might be 
growing crops. 
New Englund is dls- 
thnt 
covering 
that 
o ne great 
industrial 
plant after ano ther Is moving west, es­ 
tablishing itself In Ohio or Michigan or 
Illinois. New England has been asking 
why, and 1ms fo und that m anufactur­ 
ers believe 
they can produce more 
cheaply if they are nearer the regions 
where food and raw m aterials are pro­ 
duced. 
T here are 35,000,000 acres in the 
middle states that might be farm ed, 
but which are lying Idle. Much of this 
laud Is in the v ery outskirts of cities 
w here food prices are high and the de­ 
mand lim ited. 
In the Pacific coast 
states there are 180,000,(MR) acres of 
unused hut usable land. 
In all 500,- 
900,000 acres or thereabouts are lying 


idle, to say nothing of tha t which if 
Inadequately fanned. This would muk« 
five-acre farm s for a million fam ilies 
In the m eantime the cities are full 
of people whose greatest am bition is 
to own a pjece of this waste land and 
to convert it into productive homes. 
T here is no proper agency to bring 
these men and the land together. There 
is only the land agent, whose name has 
often become one of reproaeh. 
His 
sole object Is to sell land for as much 
money as possible. 
Ills responsibility 
ends there. 
There is no agency that 
goes further, that establishes the man 
on the land, that m akes him a success. 
FJven if the man In the city gets good 
land and at a fair price, it is practi­ 
cally impossible for him to establish 
him self and m ake a success w ithout

The more w ater the hens drink the 
better off they are both in w inter and 
summer. 
The w ater supply Is alm ost 
as Im portant as the egg-producing ra­ 
tion. 
Beginning with the first freezing 
w eather I arrange to keep the fowls’ 
supply of drinking w ater reasonably 
warm for them , notes a w riter in Farm 
Progress. 
In the coldest w eather I 
simply warm the w ater to a tem pera­ 
ture of about body heat, or 98 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
Then I place it where 
the birds can reach it. 
If out of the 
wind and under shelter it will take 
two or three hours for it to get down 
to freezing tem perature again. 
It stim ulates egg laying by prevent­ 
ing the chill that must follow the 
drinking of w ater at icy tem peratures. 
It takes food as well as shelter to 
keep a hen warm in winter. The cold­ 
er the w eather the more food energy 
necessary to keep the body tempera- 
ttn o where it should be. 
If a hen 
drinks w ater only a few degrees above 
the freezing point It will take a con­ 
siderable percentage of the daily ration 
to keep her tem perature normal. 
A supply of good, clean and moder­ 
ately cool drinking w ater should he in 
reach of the chickens the year round, 
it takes a good deal of w ater to soften 
the rations so they can he property 
assim ilated and taken up by the blood. 
The lack of w ater alw ays checks the 
digestive operations an<l this checks 
tiie egg-laying activities of the organs. 
I manage to supply w ater of moder­ 
ate tem perature two or three times 
daily during the cold w eather. 
This 
am ount will keep the hens healthy and 
keep them laying eggs and putting on 
flesh if the grain and vegetable ration 
is satisfactory. 
S<*ne w inters ago I found that w ater 
warm ed to the right, tem perature and 
placed in stone crocks or bowls would 
retain the heat longer than if placed 
in pans or iron vessels. 
The thicker 
the stonew are the better it will retain 
the heat. 
At tills tim e of the year and on until 
April this task is a most im portant one. 
The chickens will he rather closely con­ 
fined to their scratching sheds and to 
the poultry houses. Nevertheless, just 
as much w ater is necessary for the 
natural processes of digestion and egg 
laying as a t any other tim e in the 
year. 
It takes hut a few m inutes two or 
three tim es a day to heat w ater to a 
tem perature that will m ake it com­ 
fortable for the flock. 
Unless this is 
done, the usual slump in w inter laying 
may be ex pected, no m atter how much 
attention is given to balanced rations 
guaranteed to produce eggs.

There are 450 m akers of passenger 
cars and trucks, and 12 of these turn 
out over 80 per cent of the entire 
pro d uct 
There are 825 m akers of 
parts. 
The Industry consumes about $250,- 
000,000 worth of iron and steel; $150,- 
000,000 of lum her; $20,000.000 of brass, 
$32,000,000 of copper. $25,000,000 of 
cotton fabrics; $20,000,000 of coal and 
coke; $26,000,000 of tin ; $16,000,000 of 
lead, $42.000,(KM) of electrical equip­ 
ment, und $24,000,000 hides and hair, 
to mention the value of only a few 
items. 
There are over 300,000 trucks 
and 4.000,000 passenger cars in opera­ 
tion in this country. 
The advertising 
bill runs well over $23,000,000 annu­ 
ally, to say nothing of the money spent 
for advertising tractors and other gas- 
engined 
machines, 
which 
may 
be 
properly classified as belonging to the ^ 
industry.
